lations problem,” Dr. Trot- 
ter said. 
On the Defense Dept. side 
are problems such as these: 

What if we are faced with 
another Korea? A showdown 
develops with the 14 divisions 
of the United States Army fac- 
ing Russia’s 200 divisions and 
each with atomic arsenals. 
“We're outnumbered 10 - 1, 
Dr. Trotter noted, “but if we 
launched an atomic attack, 
public opinion would write us 
off forever.” 

The Nation is seeking to 
create tactical atomic weap- 
ons. We now have a bazooka- 
type weapon which possesses 
100 times the power of a 
World War Il blockbuster. 
These questions must be an- 
swered about it — Is this a 
tactical weapon? What guar- 
antee do we have that, if used, 
it won't annihilate our own 
men? How do you occupy 
territory taken with it? 

“Retaliation is the key 
word in atomic warfare,” 

Dr. Trotter said. If an 

atomfc war occurs, either 

by accident or our 
leaders will have to de- 
cide between annihilation 
and surrender. One-third 
of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand is in the air at all 
times, so that in case of 
atomic attack that much 
| wilh be saved. But what- 
} ever remaifis 
| first wave of atom bombs 
| fall, it will have to be de- 
cided if we can annihilate 
the enemy or surrender to 
prevent annihflation of the 

Nation. 

Dr. Frotter summed up the 
situation wif a_ story of a 
subway incident. Said one pas- 
senger to his friend: ‘“‘It’s a 
feck of a world, isn’t it?” 
Asked his friend: “Compared 
to what?” 

“The United States has got 
to live as leaders in a world 
armed with atomic weapons.” 
Dr. Trotter summed up. “Our 
foreign policy is now a moral 
| problem. It is up to each of
